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Student Presidents vote IRA support

The Student Presidents As- 
sociation (SPA) has again refused to 
support a $10 Instructionally Related 
Activities (IRA) fee unless guarantees 
are given that this fee will not balloon 
in coming years 

The SPA, in monthly meeting 
held at CSL feated a motion to 
simply support an IRA fee it then 
voted 8 - 4 to support the fee if certain 
Quarantees were given to students 

The SPA wants to ensure student 
representation on the committees 
that disperse the IRA funds it also 
wants assurances that the IRA fee 
could not be raised without student 
approval 

Powers in the California State 
University and Colleges (CSUC) 
System have tried hard to get the sup- 
port of the SPA for the IRA fee The 
SPA is a powerful state - wide lob- 
bying organization comprised of 
Student body presidents from 18 
CSUC campuses. The SPA has a full - 
time lobbyist in Sacramento and a 
liaison to the Chancellor's Office in 
Long Beach 

In other action, the SPA voted to 
support Assembly Constitutional 
Amendment 55 (Papan. D - San 
Mateo), which would amend the 
California State Constitution to lower 
the drinking age to 19 

Scott Plotkin, legislative advocate 
for the SPA said, “This measure has a 
better chance of passage than 
previous measures which lowered the 
drinking age to 18 because high 
school students will generally not be

e constitutionality of Senate Bii! 
1 (SB’«) has raised concern from ASI 
President Heyman Matlock 

SB1 enabled the Senate to carry 
Out its duties and pass legislation with 
a simple majority rather than a 
Quorum of the Senate present Since 
most of the senators were not here 
during the summer, SB1 was neces 
Sary 

The content of SB1 is not in ques 
tion, but rather the way in which it 
became !aw 

Accor ting to AS! Statute 420. Ar- 
ticle 4, Section 5. ‘the Senate Chair 
cannot withhold legisiation from the 
President 

“The Senate Chair has not to this 
date, furnished the President with a 
copy of SB1.” said Tom Lineer ASI 
attorney general “This raises the 
Question in my mind, can one man 
stop student government, either by 
his calculations or his ignorance? 
The Senate chair has violated the 
statute

Two weeks ago, the body of a 19 - 
year - old woman was found in a 
locked library storeroom at California 
State University, San Francisco 

A few days later, a dispute between 
two students at UC - Davis ended in 
the shooting death of one, and the 
arrest of the other on a charge of 
murder 

These are but two examples of 
gruesome attacks on students at 
colleges throughout California in 
recent years 


With college students becoming 
Prey to en increased amount of crime, 
many heve demanded some review 
and charxes in security on college 
campuses. At a number of campuses, 
studeni volunteets are assisting 
university police in providing better 
protection 


Since the murder at CSUSF earlier 
this month, campus police have 
enlisted a number of students to help 


patroi the college. The students are 
equipped with flashlights and radios 
and are quickly able to contact 
regular patrol officers in case of a 

probiem 


Vespite the problems that have 
erupted on other campuses, calm 
continues at CSUS. There have been 
few complaints of criminal acts, and 
security seems to be very relaxed 
throughout the college. 


“Statistics don't indicate there is a 
problem here,” Li. Norm Scarr of the 
University Police commented. “There 
have only been some occasional theft 
problems, but no assaults.” 


Despite Scarr's optimism about 
campus safety, a nuriiber of problems 
exist at CSUS that would facilitate an 
attack similar to the CSUSF crime. 

Access to the psychology building 
is permitted six days a week, and 
many rooms and offices are left open 


bin Blair. ASI senate chair was

That is left to maintenance 


The sixth floor of the library 
provides a refuge for the criminal on 
the weekend The floor is occupied by 
staff workers during the week, but is 
empty cn weekends However, 
elevator service contin::es to all floors 


throughout the weekend, and could 
be used to force an unsuspecting 
student to the deserted floor 

It was similar permissiveness at 
CSUSF that allowed the murder to oc- 
cur there. San Francisco police are 
still baffled as to why there was such 
easy access to unoccupied areas 
within the library

Peter Young, a student member on the University and Pianning and Budget 
Committee, reported to the ASi Finance Committee last week that a budget 
surplus of $18 900 wiil be returned to the AS! The news itself is a relief to AS! 
which is now experiencing financial hardships However, the question remains 
why the ASI had no knowledge of this until they went out and looked for it 

This surplus was accumulated by the Educational Opportunity Program 
(EOP) over a number of years. though most of the money ($11,000) was lef- 
tover from last year's $45,000 allocation 

The money that AS! gives to EOP is used to pay first semester registration 
fees of new incoming EOP students. The money. however, does not go to EOP 
directly but is kept in a trust fund by the University Controller. EOP then sub- 
mits a list of names of the new students to the Controllers Office The Con- 
trollers Office, in turn, reimburses the university for the registration fees 

$45,000 was allocated to EOP by the ASI last year EOP enroliment 
however, was not as large as expected and $11,000 remained unspent AS! 
Statutes require that ail monies left over at the end of the financial year be 
returned to the AS! General Reserve When EOP put in a new request this year 
for further allocations and the controversy over these allocations deveioped 
no mention of the surplus was ever made by the EOP department 

Elana Caro, EOP Director, attended several AS! meetings during which EOP 
allocations were discussed At the same time the AS! Senate found itself with 
budget requests totaling $500,000 with an income of only $400,000 

Consequently many programs were either cut or had their budgets dras- 
tically slashed Had Caro mentioned the surplus her department built up. it 
would have saved the Senate heated discussion over cuts in programs like Bar- 
rio Art. Chicanito Science, Athletics, and the Program Board 

There is no excuse for Caro neglecting to inform the ASI of this $18 000 sur- 
plus As EOP Director she had to know how much money was allocated last 
year, how many students were enrolled, and therefore how much money was 
left over 

At this moment Caro is on sick leave and unavailable for comment Chris

Natural foods big business

So many things about the multi - 
million dollar Westbrae Natural 
Foods. Inc, make it such a unique 
company, it's difficult to start with any 
one of them 

Westbrae began with a granola 
recipe, a $100 truck, and some shady 
financing in 1971. It began in Davis by 
Margaret Ortiz, with the help of her 
husband Bob, her brother, and a 
friend, then moved to Berkeley. The 
name emerged from a lack of funds 
The Westbrae Market was their 
building's previous tenant, and they 
lacked the funds for a new sign 

And now, even though they could 
well afford their own name, 
Westbrae's label has become one of 
the top three natura! foods labels in 
the Bay Area. Their sales this year will 
tota! about $2 25 million 

Gordon Bennett, general manager 
of Westbrae, said in arecent interview 
with the Hornet that the Berkeley 
warehouse just became too smal! for 
their burgeoning business, and so 
they have moved to a buiiding in 
Emeryville that will nearly triple their 
warehouse space 

Probably the most unusual aspect 
of the business, even among other 
natural foods producers, is the em- 
ploye stock plan Formulated by 
Bennett and Ortiz, it will give their 25- 
30 employes ownership of the cor- 
poration by the end of this year 

They cali it Aesop -- Accelerated 
Employes Stock Option Plan. Each 
employe becomes eligible after wor- 
king sixmonths A certain percentage 
of each employe's salary, up to 25 per 
cent, 1s issued as stock, even though 
his salary is not reduced by the stock 
option 

The stock goes into the employe's 
Own stock fund, which is liquidated 
back into the company when the em- 
ploye leaves the company, or 
whenever the employe chooses. Only 
employes are aliowed to own stock in 
Westbrae 

Bennett says about 15 per cent of 
the annuai profit is returned to the 
stockholder - employees as bonuses 

Does the coming employe owner- 
ship worry Bennett? 


No, he says. “Management should 
be based on legitimacy, based on do- 
ING a good job 


Several of Westbrae’s employes 
recognizing the needs of employes in 
an emerging industry, formed the 
Alternative Food Workers’ Alliance 
(AWFA) in 1975. And true to form, the 
founders of the company negotiated 
and developed a contract which has 
provided a more positive atmosphere 
at the company 


While Westbrae doesn't dea! stric- 
tly with organically - grown foods 
Bennett says, “We take a tot of prideir 
identifying our organically - growr 
products 


Only a small number of farmers in 
this state farm organically, sc 
Westbrae offers a ten percent 
premium to those who do 


Their first adventure with organic 
produce was dried pears After es- 
tablishing success with them, they 
began producing fruit juices, some 
organic. some not. Five years ago 


Bennett says, they used about ten 
tons of organic apples in a year, and 
since then, the demand has grown to 
400 tons, with no sign of slowing 
down 


Now dealing strictly with produc- 
tion and distribution of natural and 
organic foods to retailers (Westbrae's 
Own retail outlet in Berkeley didn't 
make it), Westbrae lists more than 400 
Products in its stock, producing 
about a third of them itself 


One of Westbrae’s goals is 
education of the public concerning 
natural foods. For instance, they nave 
conducted classes in the home 
production of tofu, a natural, high - 
protein soybean cake which has been 
a staple in Oriental kitchens for hun- 
dreds of years 


Their products are sold in many 
natural foods stores in Sacramento, 
such as Elliott's, George's Produce 
Master's Market. and Sacramento 
Natural Foods

Set exclusively to contemporary 
rock music, LASEROCK is the newest 
outgrowth of Ivan Dryer’s laser light 
Show, Laserium, first introduced in 
1973. In his concerts. Dryer uses laser 
light. powerful beams of sharply 
defined light waves travelling without 
dispersion, passing through Krypton

Two new Laserium shows are be- 
ing planned by Dryer and his com- 
pany Laser images Inc. Laserium 201 
will feature 201 years of American 
music, while Lawerium UFO, says 
Dryer, “will be light years ahead of 
what we have now.” 


The Laserium concerts have been 
presented in such diverse locations 
as Canada, Great Britain, Japan, and 
a number of cities in the US., in- 
cluding Los Angeles, San Francisco, 
and New York. 

So, if you like your entertainment 
long on visual and aural stimulation, 
and short on plot, this one - of - a - 
kind presentation may be just your 
smoke of tea.
